The weather today is calm and cool, 
and the fire, even where left to itseif, 
is traveling’ slowly. The attention of 
the forest service is centered upon 
the missing men and the larger fires 
are being left to themselves. 

The thick smoke in Spokane today 
might be taken to mean an increase 
of fires, but it really signifies thar 
there is no wind and this condition is 
favorable to s’sidence of the flames. 

All estimates of the loss place it 
more than twenty militon dollars, 
mostiy in timber. None of the towns 
in Idaho and Montana are in danger 
and in fact the critical period of the 
fire is past. What remains to be done 
now is to seek out the missing, to find 
and bury the dead, to feed and clothe 
the homeless. ,

Los,Angeics Railway Company, and 
which must be condemned if the park 
eddition is made. 

The. condemnation is asked because 
the, railway company is preparing to 
ex dad a large sum bullding a con- 

me car storage barn, simiar to the 
ones on the East Side, Boyle Heights 
and South Park. This building is to be 
1008 feet long and 177 feet wide, and 
ig 16 be as ornate architecturally as a 
batn-can be hecause of its proximity to 
‘the park. In addition, the company 
intends to provide terminals for tne 
ling of the great crowds that are 
expect to seek the new. park in a 
year or two. 

The im provement association, led by 
P. BE. Bowen, believes this will disfig- 
ure’the park region and seeks to elimi- 
mate this danger by condemnation. It 
is the plam to create a large assess- 
ment district to defray the cost, which 
is estimated all the way from $200,000 
to $500,000.

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AFT THE GREAT HARMONIZER. __ 
. Hurrah for President Taft! Never is his in- 
telfectual incubator set at work but something new 
and great comes out of it. His latest thought, 
hatched out at Beverly after long incubation, is 
the keynote of the Congressional campaign. It 
strikes a tune in which every Republican half wa 
worthy of the name cay join, whether he is stan 
patter or insurgent. 

If Mr. Taft can do what he proposes he will have 
achieved something that has never been possible in 
fifty years of tariff dispute between Democrats and 
Republicans. The keynote of his campaign is a 
new order in Congress by which it will be possible 
to take up one or two or three of the items in the 
tariff law and revise them without opening the 
whole tariff subject to party debate. For fifty 
years we have heard talk of such a possibility, but 
it has never materialized. The trouble has been 
that whenever the word “tariff” has been mentioned 
in the House of Representatives, immediately the 
body has divided into two camps, one shouting at 
the top of itg lungs for free trade and the other 
for protection. We have never been able to do this 
thing proposed by Mr. Taft because of this sharp 
antagonism between the two parties in their views 
upon the tariff act. 

There never was a perfect tariff act and never 
will be. That is impossible. The new plan devised 
and annouriced at Beverly will achieve it. If a few 
items in the schedules can be taken up and mod- 
erate changes made in them without precipitating 
a fierce political battle between the free traders 
and the protectionists, it will be the greatest 
achievement that Mr. Taft has ever performed and 
the greatest political achievement in the history of 
the United States. 3 

We have long recognized that such a policy would 

a solution of many difficulties involved in a 
revision of the . Whenever you undertake to 
revise the whole act the industries of the ccuntry 
stand still to a greater or less degree while the . 
thing is being done. Importers hang off and man- 
ufacturers go slowly, neither interest knowing just 
what, the outcome of the revision of the tariff will 
be. If one or two schedules can be taken up and:

ONSERVATION IN THE WOODS. 

The forest fires in the United States this 
summer are now estimated to have destroyed prop- 
erty worth $500,000,000, The Forestry Bureau and 
all theoretical conservationists in America will not 
add so much wealth to the country in the present 
century. We seem to be indulging in a lot of 
idealistic taik and carefully eschewing practical. 
work. 

One of the propositions ig the use of the United 
States army to prevent forest fires and to fight 
them when they are started. Maj.-Gen. Leonard 
Wood very properly brands this notion as “wholly 
impracticable.” 

If the whole standing army and the militia of 
several States had been sent a month ago into the 
forests of the Northwest the force would have been 
inadequate to preyent the greater part of this de- 
struction by controlling the forest fires. But even 
if it were possible for the army to do the work, it 
is not the purpose for which the army is enlisted, 
and it would certainly not conduce to good disci- 

line in the army nor draw recruits to that body 

f it became generally known that they were to be 
used as fire guards in the forests summer after 
summer when these fires break out, : 

The Times on Thursday morning presented three 
practical views on these forest fires. : : 

The Secretary of the Interior, Hon. Richard A. 
Ballinger, in San Francisco said this: “We may 
find it necessary to revert to the old Indian method 
of burning over the forests annually at seasonable 
periods. One thing we intend making every effort 
to do, is to compel loggers to clean up. The litter 
which has been left in many cases has increased 
the destructiveness of forest fires enormously.” 

A ciear-sighted, practical view of the difficulty 
from one point. It has been known for fift years 
that forest fires were made ten times more destruc- 
tive than they would be, and a hundred times more 
impossible to get under control, because the log- 
gers had left the refuse matter scattered all over 
the woods. The timber men go in and cut down 
the heavy timber and leave the young growth un- 
disturbed. Year by year this increases until at the 


ging left all through the woods makes fuel for 
fierce fires and then everything is burned down. 
Time and time again practical men have called 
attention to this, and some efforts have been made 
to cause the leggers to clear up after themselves. 
But these efforts were half-hearted. They were too 
practical to commend themselves to the idealists 
with fine-spun theories in their heads. 

Mr. Ballinger had just returned from the 
Yosemite Valley. and was shocked at the vandalism 
displayed all through the grove of giant redwoods 
up near the valley. He immediately had a fence 
put around the great “Grizzly Giant” to protect it 
from the vandals. There is a small but an impor- 
tant practical step taken to preserve that indi- 
vidual tree. Practical men like Mr. Ballinger can 
do a great deal in the same direction. 

Then we have the ideas of another man who 
knows what he is talking about. We refer to C. 
A. Barlow of Bakersfield, who has just returned 
home from a visit to Portland, through a great 
dea! of the country just burned over. He lays the. 
blame for forest fires up in the Northwest to the 
policy pur ed so long by the Interior Department. 
The idealists have forbidden the grazing of sheep 
and cattle in the forests, except under conditions 
that are sometimes too onerous tobe complied with. 
Mr. Barlow’s views confirm Mr. Ballinger’s and 
are a little simpler. He points out that when the 
forests were heavily grazed the underbrush was all 
kept eaten out, and so there was done in a natural 
way what Mr. Ballinger would have done at great 
cost and labor. Any one who knows anything 
about fires is aware that they do not spread where 
the undergrowth is not thick. Sheep and cattle

“Through Arizona where the great timber com- 
panies found rich there are miles and 
miles of dried tree-tops waiting only the touch of 
a match or the coming of a spark to start one of 
these great confingrations which deforest thousands 
of acres. The lumber companies have culled out 
the heavy timber and have left thousands and 
thousands of cords of light timber, the upper 
branches lying where they fell, | 

“Furthermore, in our forest reserves there are 
hundreds of dead and fallen trees. They form a 
tinder which will kindle at any time with the touch 
of a match and will burn for days when once 
started. This should be cleaned out and bur 
under the supervision of the foresters. It wou 
pay more in the end than all the trails which are 
cut through the mountains to make it possible to 
get to fires after they are started.” | 

Yes, and it would pay a good deal more than the 
money expended on. young protégés of Mr. Pinchot 
supported by the government at costly institutions 
of learning in the East while they are learning to 
become foresters. The government employé need 
not go to Harvard or Yale for a four years’ course 
to fit him to go into the forests and clear up the 
débris which makes these fires so destructive. It 
requires no parchment from a university to fit a 
man for supervising the letting of forest areas to 
cattle and sheep men to be grazed for the payment 
of a moderate sum. The revenue received by the 
government is of little account compared with the 
prevention of fires.

HOT WEATHER 
LUNCHEONS. 


BY MARION HARRIS NEIL, M. C. A. 
charming plan for a midsummer 
luncheon is a watermelon feast with 
decorations carried out in the always 
effective color scheme of red and 
green, while the refreshing fruit plays 
a prominent part in the menu. 
To decorate the table attractively, 
have a watermelon centerpiece made 
as follows: 


Select a n epect of the fruit, 
and with a sharp knife cut off a good 
slice across the top. Scoop out the 


pulp, using a silver spoon and a ro- 
tary motion so as to form pretty lit- 
tle cones. The pulp so shaped is set 
away near the ice so as to become 
thoroughly chilled, while the‘ shell is 
filled with red roses, carnations or 
other pretty flowers, and is placed in 
the center of the table on a bed of 
green vines. 

Another idea would be to remove the 

pulp, fill the shell with pink tissue 
paper, simulating the fruit, and be- 
low the ‘tissue paper to bury the lit- 
tle packages containing souvenirs for 
the company. Red or pink ribbons are 
attached, which ha out over the 
sides of the shell, a which after the 
meal the guests pull to obtain their 
favors. 
* Around this centerpiece in the green 
may be grouped funny little negro 
dolis, dressed as southern mammies, 
cotton pickers and other types. 

The place cards can be made very 
appropriate to the occasion. Cut 
smail squares from heavy art paper, 
fold each onte across ahd shap¢ to 
represent tiny slices of watermelon, 
coloring them on one side only, with 
pink and green. On each side write 
the name of some guest in ink. They 
can be then arranged to stand upright 
on the place plates. \ 

To hold the candles, salted nuts, 
etc., secure the littie pasteboard boxes 
which come in watermelon shape, and 
have these opened or partially so, with 
the goodies showing toward the four 
cerners of the board. In localities 
where these cannot be obtained, sub- 
stitutes can be made of pink and green 
erepe paper over a cardboard founda-
